Is Russia taking steps away from the 


Communism 
of 
Lenin 
and 
Trotzky’s 


tim e? 
Recenl trends in the activities of 


the Praesidium of the Central Executive 
( omniiltee of the Union of Soviet Socialist 
Reiiublics indicate that the old Russian 
constitution, liased on the goveimmental 
ideas of the two great exponents of the 
Communistic theory, is outmoded. 
Although the “ all for one, and one for 


a ll” principle of the Russian government 
is still in evidence, it has been so modifi­ 
ed as to be almost unrecognizable. 
P e r­ 
haps the Communists are learning that 
extremes don't w’ork in any field. 
This summer 
the 
Central Executive 


Committee appointed a Constitution Com- * 
mittee, to lie headed by ( ’omrade Stalin 
j 


himself. 
W hen the 
draft 
of the new' | 


constiution w’as presented to the Praesidi- 
uni, w'hich is the central legislative and 
executive body in Russia, that group de­ 
cided to approve the neoteric outline and 
to convene an All-Union Congress of Sovi- 
j 


ets to consider it. 


This All-Union Congress consists of rep­ 
resentatives of all the different cultural 
and business interests in Russia. 
Novem­ 
ber 25 has ])Gen set as tlie date of assem­ 
bly for the All-Union Congress, and in 
the meantime, three-fourths 
of 
Russia’s 


population are reading and publicly dis­ 
cussing published copies of the draft con­ 
stiution. 


The new' body of lawvs, comments the 


Columbia Missourian, institutes a system 
of direct suffrage w'hich has been entire­ 
ly unknown in Russia. 
Previously the 


only groups w'hich w'ere directly elected 
by the people Avere the urban and rui*al 
soviets. 
The members of these assem- 


blages elected the district soviets, and the 
district soviets decided upon the members 
of the regional soviets. 
This system is 


under 
fire, 
and 
the 
new' 
constitution 


makes it possible for the people them­ 
selves to elect their representatives in all 
the several soviets. 


Im portant changes in the field of indi­ 
vidual rights have also been instituted. A c­ 
cording to the projiosed law's men are no 
longer paid according to their needs, but 
according to their w'ork. 
This is a defi­ 
nite ste]) aw ay from the old time concep­ 
tions of (’ommunism. 
A groat many in­ 
dividual rights are clearly defined— the 
right to I'est and leisure, the rrght to con­ 
vene and carry on demonstrations in all 
public plaoces in the inteiests of the toil­ 
ers and the Communist party, and the 
riglit to free education are among these. 
Such a step is ahvays one aw'ay from 
centralized ]>o\ver and low'ard democracy. 
Alore pow'er to Russia for I’ealizing her 


mistakes and lier shoi'tcomings. and for 
atiem iding to correct them in the inter­ 
ests of her ])eo])]e.
